HTS incomparable Crizick, the Honour of the 
Profeffion of Phyfick, of his Countrey, and 
of the prefent Age, with infinite Pains com-’ 

il’d this Work, as a Supplement to that 
Plentiful Treafure of Infcriptions, collected inthe begin- 
ning of this laft Age by fanus Gruterus, with the In- 
couragement of Scaliger and Welfer, and Affiftance of 
other learned men. There having fince that time many 
Antiquities been difcover’d, as well by the publifh’d Wri- 
tings of men ftudious in thofe things, as by Epiftolary 
Communications of learned Friends. Thefe our Author 
communicates to the Publick in the fame Method with

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on the, Jnfcriptions new brought to light, and t ofe for 
merly: fet Yoith -by Grater and ofitels:stwhitegbyt he m ps 
clear what: was formerly obfures, “perteéts: what wasin- 
compleat,and corrects what was faulty ; fo that this Work 
may be agrear light to all ancient Monuments. 

Our Author at firft defign’¢ aly to mend fome Infcri- 
ptions publithed by Gruter, but corrupted and depray’d as 
well by the Fault of ignorant Scudptors, and negligent 
Defcribers,, as by Injury of Time, and to beftow a 
Comment upon them among his conftant Imployments of 
the Magiftracy which he bore at Alrendarg, and the Pra- 
Gice of Pnyfick which he there exercis’d about- Fifty: 
years with publick Salary: But in the -éaterim of this 
Defign he took new Refolutions by adding zew Anti- 
quities to fupply that great Work of Grater ; and by his 
Comment thereon, to iluftrate it. 

The Whole is comprehended in Twenty Clafes;the Fir/f, 
of Sacred Things and Places dedicated to the Gods. The 
Second, of publick Works and Places, The Third, of Ca- 
fars, Emperors, Empreffes,and Kings. The Fourth, of An- 
nals, Aéts and Hiftories. The Fifth, of Priefts, Fla- 
mines, Pontifices, Augurs, Sacred Minifters, Gladiators, 
and the like. The Stxth, of Magiftrates, Greater and 
Lefler. The Seventh, of Publick Decrees, Aéts of. che, 
Senate, Laws, Leagues, Agreements and Contracts a- 
mong private People. The Zighth, of Military Mattérs. 
The Ninth, of the Freemen and Officers of the Impefial 
Family. The Zeath, of the Orders,Colledges, and Bodies of 
any fort of Society. The Eleventh, of the feffer Offi-- 
ces, Studies, Artsand Trades. The 7wedfth, of the Af. 
fection of Parents towards their Children. The Thirteenth, 
of Children towards their Parents. The Fourteenth, of’ 
Wives. The Fifteenth, of Brothers and Sifters. The s7x-- 
reenth, ‘of Kindred, Relations, Heirs, Acgtaintance }’ 
Friends, Companions, Obfigations, and fuch like. The’ 
Seventeenth, of Particulars by unknown Perfons. The’ 
Eighteenth , of the Aficction of Mafters towards Ser- 

vants

vants and Free-men, and of thefe towards them. The 
Nineteenth, of Free-men and Servants among themflves. 
The 7Zwentieth, gives usthe Monuments of the Ancient 
Chriftian Church. To which is fubjoyn’d an Appendix of 
thofe things, which came to his Hands after the finifhing 
of the aforefaid Claffes. 

Moreover our Author, with incredible Induftry, hath 
digefted an additional Work in the nature of an Jrdex, 
which he calls his Eponymologicon ; wherein is contain’d 
the compleat Knowledge of allthe Roman Names, which 
though it‘was his Principal Intention, yet he hath like- 
wife Compriz'd the Proper Namies of the Greeks and o- 
ther Nations, but Germans efpecially : A Matter of great 
Ufe to Hiftory, fince the Greek and Latin Writers have 
confounded many things concerning the Germans and o- 
ther Nations, which by acommon Name they call Bar- 
bareus through their Ignorance in Names. Befides this, 
many Places of Authors are corrected, the Conftitutions 
in the Zheodofian and Fuftinian Codes, and Subfcriptions 
are rightly plac’d, broken Fragments of Laws joyn’dto 
their proper Bodies, anda Multitude of Ancient Elegan- 
ciesabus’d by Tranfcribers, are reftor’d to their genuine 
Truth; which Work now in Manufcript, is defign’d by 
the Pofeffor thereof for the publick Light, if the Accep- 
tance of this Prefent give Incouragement thereto. The 
learned Author having been deceas’d many years fince, in 
the year 1667. atthe Age of Eighty. | 

Befides this Work , this Great Man hath left be- 
hind hima Volume fill’'d with morethan 12co Obferva- 
tions, Cures, Medicinal Counfelsand Anfwers: The Hi- 
ftory ot Phyfick containing the Lives and Succeffion of 
Phyficians not taken notice of by others: Mifcellanies of 
Medical Readings and Emendations: A Treatife of the 
Notes and Abbreviations of the Ancients in feveral Lan- 
guagesnot yet! obferved by any. Befides thefe, he hath 
alfo written feveral Works, though not all publifh’d : An 
Hiftorico-philological Comment de Comitiva Palatini:

INCE Nature hath no where with greater Plenty 
and Variety difpens’d her inexhauftible Zreafures, 
than in the Vegetable Kingdom ; the Botaniftsfrom thence 
have the larger Task incumbent onthem to give ft Names 
to the xumerous Species of Vegetables, and as well mark 
out their manifold Differences, as reduce into fucciné Or- 
der and Method, tne vaft Multitude of their Kinds. The 
latter of thefe, the moft proper Duty of Boraniffs, hath 
been very worthily attempted by the two Baubiaes, Caf-

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par andJhn, Brothers, and Phyficians of Bafi, ( Who 
neverthelefs often contradict one andtler) and by our 
learned Countrymen, Mr. Ray, and. Dr: Morifon the Bow 
tanick Profeflor of Oxford,: ‘The former, to wit, the 
Impofition of Names, {eems a Right Common to all ; from 
whence proceeds. not - ofily:: the spatticdlar. manner 
of denominating Plants incievery Language, whether 
done either by the Learned or the Jguorant, but alfo fe- 
veral diftinét and different Names in the fame Language 
areimpos'd onthe fare Plant, which efpecially happens 
in the Lerin Tongue; which Variety ot Names doth not 
alittle ‘difturb the Students of Azerdary, ‘being a hinde- 
rance to them in’the reading of Authors, as well in the 
Latin, asin other Tongues ; the peculiar Names of Plants 
being not always obvious. ) | 

1: Our Author by this prefent Work endeavours to reme- 
dy.thefe Inconveniences, by an Lndex of the Names of 
Plants in feveral Languages , compiled by his Son out 
of the beft Authors to exercife him in Boranicks, and 
afterwards compleated by himfelf: Wherein are {een the 
Names of Plants -generally received; here reduc’d into 
Alphabetical Order, not only in the Latin Greek and 
German Tongues, but alfo in the other European , arid 
likewife in the Afatick, African and American. So 
that at firft fight there appears not only the Name of 
every Plant in all Languages, but alfo the Reader may 
beable to read the Authors of the Botanick Art in his 
own! Mother Tongue, if he defires to receive further 
Information in that matter: So that this Jedex may 
ferve inftead of a Lefler Botanical Lexicon, which may 
always be enlarg’d, fince every day produces fomethin 
New in Botanicks as.well asto Names as things. Thefe 
Names are collected. out of all Writers as well thofe of 
the preceeding Age, as of this, aswell Botamographers 
and Phyfitians, as Lexicographers, whofe Genuine Places 
alfo are there cited, as appears by a Large Catalogue

give us the bare Denomination of Plants, but hath alfo 
{ubjoyned their Species and Differences under their Gene 
rical deads, and ilikewife the moft Special .Differences 
of their} Flowers. accordingto :thesOrder of Colours ob- 
fervable in wheisRajxdow, adding moreovertheir Vertues 
froma Diofforédes:and Others: e:°!G getinn mens | 
Whereto he. hath made an: Appendix of the more Rare 
Plants,,obferved by himfelfinfeveral Parts ofZarope, unde- 
{cribed.by-others; together: with fome:iof Breyxius cons 
tained in the. Prodromus \Fafciculi: Plantarum: Rariorum; 
with the Addition of Brafs-Cuts. “Wherein alfo our 
Author does promife an Edition of Zhe Natural,Fifhory 
of Brafile ix four Volumes, containing the Cuts ofBeafts, 
Birds, Hifbes and: #lants, done formerly in- Brafile: it 
felf by the Command of Prince Maurice of Naffau, which 
being kept in the.

He premifes his: aflent to” their, 
Opinion, who aflert Sleep to depend froman eafie Reft of 
he Animal Spirits in the Brain; fothat in Sleep the Spi- 
rits in the Cortical part of the Brain. (. where, according 
to Dr. Wilis, he altigns their Principle of:Generation ) 
feem as it were to be clouded, and hindred_intheir Motion: 
The Caulfe. he.affirms:to be certaim: Oleous Corpuicles en- 
tangling the Volatile Salts of the Animal Spirits. ‘Chis, 
he illuftrates by the Coagulation arifing from the mix- 
ture of rectified Spirit of Wine and Spirit of Urine; al-

ceeds to the Chymical Anatomy of Opium, enquiring WHe- 
ther fuch an Oy! gentle, incraflating, and that ptentiful 
and cafie of Diftribution be therein contain’d’s ‘by the way 
taking notice of that Controverfie fo much canvas’, 
whether:Poppy and Opium be Hot or bagi’ which’ he-de- 
terminés, it confider’d refpectively to AnimabBodies, and 
cthe Operations Which they ‘exercife there? by~ pronoun- 
cing thein’to be Cold ; fince‘they produée. Ref? im the 
: Senfes¥' dnd rot Morion ; and being: taken immoderately, 
‘make"the-Litibs Cold’ and Livid, bing Cotd Sweats ;

ed among 'the'Hearers, ‘finee' their Principal Porticles do

prove: by: Chymical. Analyfis ; “Whilht Htdotn- Poppy-Sveds, 
Unc. xvj. he draws by a Sand-Fire three Ouxces of Water, 
of Oylvery fmoky Cac. ix. the Caput mortuum remaining 
in the Veflel Uac. itj. and fomewhat more; the reft eva- 
porating through the Junctures of the Veflels, though 
never {fo well fenc’d: So likewife from Opium Cue. j. 
60. Drops of Clear Water, of Oyl very fmokey, which 
anifing-trtheform-of xvery winite Smoke partly tills the 
Neck of the Veflel, partly the Receiver, and likewife 
gets through all poflible Paflages, together with its thic. 
ker part dropping from the Neck of the Retort to the 
quantity of half an Ounce. 


To this he fubjoyns Experiments made. with thefe. di- 
ftilld Oyls, and'likewife with crude Opzam given to Cats 
and Pidgeons in- Spirit of Wine, from whence ( and by the 
way it may be obferv’d, that not only »ium, but’ fimple 
Spirit of Wine is Poyfon to a Cat) he concludes the 

larcotic Quality of Opium to be actuated by a Salt and 
Spirit, but principally to proceed fom its Oyl, whofe 
Particles being more minute than thofe of other Oy!s do 


more eafily penetrate the Body,and lighting upon Liquors,

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do, cloud. them, ar hin te quickneis. of their Mo- 
BP oniniuons aang to “unoter A levler , 


‘Laftly, he defcribes the ufe of Opium as well in its felf 
by thickning the Spirits, and {topping the Zmperus ofthem 
‘and the Humors, as by Accident, by moving Sweat, 
Urine, Siege, and Vomits: Hence he deduceth its benefits 
in the Cure of Difeafes, obferving briefly in what it is 
more or lefsufeful, and how to beus'd; affirming, that 
Opium is with lefs fecurity joyn’d to Bezoar, Gems, An. 
timony, and other infipid Medicines, than thofe manifeft- 
ly Hot ; fince the Heat of Aromatick things correés a- 
ny injurious Impreffion. from the Cold of Opium; and. A- 
romatick things rather than Spirits ; becaufe thefe gently 
follow the Aétion of Opium, thofe as being free from all 
Bonds either antecede it, or by accompanying it, difturb,
